3. J have been working closely wiih ihose associated v/ith deposil of die seeds for 
Oodavari K and Salwccn 2 relative lo die applicaiion identified above and am familiar 
with Che activities rehited lo llie deposit of the .seeds. 

A detailed iimeJine of the events relating to depo<iit of die seeds between May 4. 
201 0 and ()ctol)er 2 1 , 20 1 0 is provided as follows: 

On May 4, 2010, a draft Examiner's Arftendnienl was sent by Hxiuniner Collins 
and die draft Hxrtininer',? Anu:n<lrnen1 was forwarded lo a reprcsejiiativc of Aveslha 
Gengraine technologies Pvt. Ltd. (]iereinafler, "Avcstliagen''; A vesthagen i.s the assignee 
of current application) on Ihe same dale. On May 5, 2010, the draft Bxamincr'.s 
Amcndmetii was aceepteii. 

Between approximately May 6, 2010 iuid Juno 29, 2010. efforts were made by 
represeniativ^es of Avesthagen lo locate an appropriate deposilory. hiitially. M'fCC. an 
hdcrnational Dejiositary Auiliurity (IDA) in India, was contacted. However, the 
represetitalives of Avesthagen were informed that MTCC doe<; not accept seeds. 

Furlher efforts were niade lo lind alternatives lo an IDA under. H Cl-R §1.80:>. 
The iVational Bureau of PlanI Genetic Resources (NBPGR) was idenlified asa po.ssible 
candidate as an alternative lo an IDA.

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Oil May 25, 2010, a fax was ,sfiil lo l-xaminer Collins asking if NBPGR woniti he 
an acceptable dejX)silory Ibr ihe dcpojiil of tht; seeds. 

On kmc 25, 2010, ihe Examiner advised thai ihe^ NBPGR is not on the P Hrs 
appnwed list oHDAs, and thcretbrc, a deposit with ihem Wduld ncjl be iwccpicd. 

On June 29, 201 0, a representative of Avestha contacted Ms. Roschellc. an 
associate specialist iVom ATCC in the US. Ms. Roschcllc provided the list of 
reqiiiren^enls for the deposit lo be made at ATCC. 

On July 2, 2010, an account under Avesihagen was opened as pan nf the 
requirements for the deposit. The required forms for the deposit of seeds also were 
completed and submitted, Ai this lime, Ms. Roschellc was replaced by Ms. Latha 
Ramakrishnan. World Courier, an international courier service provider, was ihen 
inlbrmed regarding the shipment of the seeds from India to A I CC. 

On July n, 2010. A'I'CC infomied a representative of Avestha that an import 
pcmiit is not required Ibr the sliipmenl of the sce<ls from India lo ATCC in the US. 

On July 28, 20t0, a payment was made to the World Courier lor the consitinmcnt. 

On July 29, 2010, documents to World Courier were submitted lo clear Indian and 
US customs. 

On July 30, 201 0, a payment for the deix>sil of the seeds w;i.s wire transferred to 
ATCC. World Courier also inVonned me that a permit is required by the US customs. 

On July 31 . 201 0, World Courier asked me whether the seeds are genetically 
modified organisms (GMO) or non-GMO. A representative of Avestha indicated ihal the 
seeds were Ihe ibmicr. 

On August 2, 2010, customs in India was cleared. However, World Courier 
needed an import permit for ihe seeds to clear US customs so rliey contacted. ATCC. 
ATCC then contacted n^e regarding the detailed information of the seeds. 
Between August 3 and 4, 20 1 0, a leprescntalt vc of Avcsiha submiued the detailed 
inibrmau'on regarding the .seeds to Al CC. 

On August 5, 201 0. ATCC confu mcd thut an import permit is not required, l)ut 
indicated that an import permit letter was required. 

On August 6. 2010, US customs informed nic lluil lliey wanted coj^linnation Irom 
ATCC, and that they would release the seeds ojdy after the confirmation was received. 
Apparently, attempts were made by the US customs to contact A fCC:. but US custon>s 
indicated that they were forwarded to voice mail. 

On August 12. 2010, ATCC informed mc ATCC has applied for a USOA 
Biotech Regulatory Services (tJRS) permit, nnd on an USDA BRS officer's advice, 
applied tor BRS nolificatiou and Ibr PPQ 526 oo Augusl 6, 2t)l0. The applications 
include a BRS permit application, BRS nolillcation application and PI'Q 526 apphcution. 
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The applicalion numbers arc: 1 0-2 1 8- 1 02in (BRS permit applicalion), 1 0-2 1 H- 1 02n (BUS 
iiotillcaliou applicalion) and l>526- 1 00806-009 (PPQ 526 application). 

On September 15, 2010, all documents r€(|uirc<l for shipment Irom ATCC' (the 
nolificalion from the BRS and the labels) were received, but ATCC posed ajiolhcr 
reqiiiremcnl of obtaining a pliyiosaniJary certilicale. 

On September 2R, 2010, the accession numbers were received.
